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METERIAL FOR RESEARCH 

An outstanding point in flying saucer research 
which requires to be cleared up is the question of wheth¬ 
er U.F.O.'s are material or non-material. Adamski says 
emphatically that the saucers and mother ships which he 
has seen are solid, material craft, and that the people 
in them are human beings like ourselves, who live on oth¬ 
er planets much as we live here on Earth. Allingham 
claims a contact with a very solid Martian in Scotland in 
1954, and Daniel Fry's story, told in "The White Sands 
Incident", certainly tends to support the idea of materi¬ 
al space people. 

On the other hand, Angelucci's experience was 
definitely of a psychic or spiritual nature. He states 
clearly that the beings he contacted were spiritual be¬ 
ings who were able to appear in human forms, and ascribes 
all saucer appearances to a form of manifestation. The 
Borderland Sciences Research Association also explains 
that the saucer people are from another "plane of vibrat- 
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ion' 1 , i.e., a spirit world, which can "emerge" on to our 
physical piano in the form of U.F. 0*'s - which is just 
another way of saying the sane thing. 

That there is sone connection between the spirit 
worlds and the flying saucers is undeniable. Adanski men¬ 
tions that in recent years, all the mediums seen to have 
thrown overboard their traditional spirit "guides” and 
taken on spacemen instead.' Certainly there is a spate of 
material dealing with saucers, most of it contradictory, 
coning through psychic sources. 

Now these sources often speak of things pertain¬ 
ing to their world as though such things were material, 
though to us they are rather less substantial than a 
rainbow. Angelucci, in "The Secret of the Saucers", was 
careful to make this distinction; for Adamski, the quest¬ 
ion does not arise, since he asserts that his contacts 
were not of a psychic or spiritual nature. 

It nay be significant that references to inhabit¬ 
ation of the outer, "uninhabitatle", planets frequently 
cone from psychic sources; since to these entities, prob¬ 
lems of extremes ox’ temperature and chemical incompatib¬ 
ilities would presumably not exist: they are not concern- 
e 1 with the physical universe' ar.d the limitations of the 
physical body. 

The issue is further corfused by the apparent ma¬ 
terialisation and denaterialisation of U.F.0.’s.When 
this phenomenon began to be widely reported, the psychic 
schools seized upon it as proof that the saucers were 
non-material. However it has now become evident that at 
least some cases of "That's a srucer - that was" are due 
to the almost instantaneous acceleration of these craft 
to speeds so high that the humar. eye cannot follow their 
going. ' - P.D.T.

TALI': BY GEORGE ADAMSKI 


The highlight of the November meeting was to have 
been a tape-recorded talk by George Adanski. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, when the tape arrived it was found to be so distorted 
as to be almost unintelligible. To play it as it stood 
was out of the question, as most of the content of the 
talk would have been lost to the audience. However the 
Committee agreed that it was more important that the aud¬ 
ience should hear what Adamski had to say than that they 
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should hear his actual voice. Therefore, as much of the 
text as was intelligible was transcribed, and a commit¬ 
tee member read this script to make another recording 
which was actually played at the meeting, with approp¬ 
riate explanations and apologies. 

Thus a complete fiasco was averted, but the whole 
thing was a great disappointment to the members and the 
Committee, as well as the many non-members who turned up. 
The tape was actually a copy made by our Now Zealand 
colleagues from the original recorded by George Adanski, 
and it is not known at present who, if anyone, is to 
blame for the poor quality of the recording. 

The Society wishes to express its thanks to 
Allen’s, the Rundle Street book shop, who arranged a win¬ 
dow- display to advertise this meeting. Included in this 
display was a strikingly realistic oil painting by the 
Hon. Treasurer, J. Bushell, which made Rundle Street - 
one of the most brilliantly-illuminated streets in the 
Southern Hemisphere - even brighter than usual. 

In the course of his talk, Adanski affirmed that 
the saucers and mother ships, and the people he had met, 
were just as real and solid as anything in this world. He 
said that the people were human beings like ourselves, 
though they were very much further developed than we ore, 
and live in complete harmony with each other and with 
their Creator. Their life span was much longer than ours; 
on Venus, for example, it was about a thousand years. 

They were vegetarians, though apparently they had no rel¬ 
igious objection to eating neat. 

Adanski said that he had not visited any of the 
other planets, though he was taken for a trip round the 
Moon one night in a mother ship. He said the space people 
had bases on the Moon. He stressed their sincere friendli¬ 
ness, saying that if they were attacked by our aircraft, 
they would die rather than shoot back. They had told him 
that they had no right to take revenge for a lack of und¬ 
erstanding or ignorance. 

He answered criticisms of his stories and charges 
of faking, describing how he had made the "flying saucer 
framework" which Jorrold Baker had referred to, and which. 
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ho said, was sin^y an experimental television aerial, 
octagonal in shape. He mentioned that he had been offered 
r.nre noney than both books woulc -ever bring to renounce 
his experiences, but he would net do so. When he died, he 
Slid, he would do so with the truth upon his nind. 

LIBRARY BOCKS 

The Society's library has expanded steadily and 
now contains at least one copy cf every saucer book avai¬ 
lable in Australia, and at least two which are not yet on 
sale in this country. Sono of the titles, including the 
recent additions, are given on page 28. 

The Headquarters library will not be available to 
N.S.W. tienbers after December 31st., 1955. These Members 
will be able to make use of the facilities of the N.S.W. 
Branch. 

It is unfortunate that one or -two Interstate Mem¬ 
bers have been very slow in returning library books. The 
period allowed for reading is 14 days from the date of 
receiving the bock, and we appeal to Interstate Members 
to return their books promptly ii fairness to the other 
Members who arc waiting to borrow thc-n. There is a long 
waiting list for some of the latist and most popular 
books. 

If this situation does net improve, wo shall be 
reluctantly forced to discontinue the Interstate Library 
Service, in the interests of the majority of the Members. 
This would be hard on the majority of Interstate Members, 
who return books promptly, but urless the Members concer- 
ne1 co-operate, vo shall have no alternative. 

The Society has for sale copies of "F.S. and Con- 
nonsense" (13/3d.), "The'Case for the U.F.O." (25/-), and 
"F.S. on the Attack" (4l/6d.). Arybne wishing to buy one 
of these should apply to the Hon. Secretary. 

The study bf the many s aucer books available is 
an important aspect of saucer research, and the purpose 
of the Library is to give Members the opportunity to read 
then all, at small cost to themselves. The fees are used 
exclusively to buy new books to enlarge the Library.

Dear Members and Fellow Enthusiasts, 

This edition brings us to the close of our first 
year of.organized work as a Society, and we can look back 
with pride to our achievements and progress made* 

To all my fellow workers’, and especially my Com¬ 
mittee, I render .ay deep appreciation of their loyalty, 
co-operation and able assistance without which this could 
never have been attained. Also I would express the’ sane 
gratitude to the many overseas correspondents who have 
given so much help from time to tine. 

We have now established ourselves as a recognized 
Society, not only in our own State of South Australia but 
wi’thin the Commonwealth and overseas, and have received 
good and welcome publicity from the Press, to whom we are 
indebted. 

In the Newsletter in October stated how we 
stood in relation to the above achievements, as well as 
the things which needed close' study and research before 
we could give a clear answer to the general public. They 
will bear reiteration: 

1. We know and can reasonably prove: 

(a) That U.F.O.'s exist and that they are ex¬ 
tra terrestrial. 

(b) That they are manned and controlled by be¬ 
ings of a high order of intelligence, men¬ 
tally and spiritually. 

(c) That their croft far surpasses" known Earth 
craft, both in construction and manipulat¬ 
ion. 

2, We have much evider.ee, but cannot fully prove: 

(a) Where they come from. 

(b) How they are propelled. 

(c) The nature and form of the occupants. 

(d) Their purpose in visiting Earth. 
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Looking ahead to the New Year, one thing above 
all I strongly feel needs our closest attention, and that 
urgently, is tho clear assessment of the purpose of their 
visit to Earth at this particular tine, bocause of the 
strango but strong confirmation of events f ^retold by so 
many classes of thought -and opinion. These include non of 
high repute in international affairs, as well as religi¬ 
ous leaders all over the world of many faiths and creeds, 
who all in their various ways point to a culminating 
world catastrophe as a result of nan's complete worship 
of tho material and his neglect of developing his higher 
nature, that of the spirit, which ho.s now rnachcd the fa¬ 
tal stage of his creating, the modern Frankenstein, the H- 
bonb, and worse, the annihilating demon of complete des¬ 
truction, the cobalt bonb. 

It is useless to hide our heads in the sand and 
say "they will never use it"; for despite the efforts of 
men of good will who sincerely desire peace on earth, 
such can never be until Man has found his true status, 
and that is the complete unity with the will of his Maker. 
Whilst we have nations who ignore this, and vhoso outlook 
is completely atheistic, no true unity can over be achie¬ 
ved for it is perfectly true that water and fire do not 
nix.

Those writers include many Christian lea¬ 
ders and leaders of other faiths; added to vhich are mos- 
sa.ges from the world of the occult, which, whether relia¬ 
ble or not, confirm the views so expressed by such men. 

This d^es not mean "the end of the vorld" as so 
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often expresses out rather the true meaning of that 
phrase: "the end of the age", or present cycle of time, 
and the birth of the new - which birthpangs we are now 
experiencing, and they will increase until we bring the 
child of the now age into its new life.

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o ST CRIES FROL THE SOCIETY 'l CASE BOOK: JANET X

Oiic of the strangest, and most interesting, cases 
se far investigated by the A.F.L.R.S. is that of Janet X. 
Soon after the Society was formed, in February, 1955, an 
Adelaide hypnotist approached tic Committee with the re¬ 
quest that we ii veotigate the c; so. Janet X was a school¬ 
girl, about ten years Id at the tine. (At her parents' 
request, we have suppressed her real nano.) The hypnotist 
had been giving her a series of treatnents for a slight 
nervous disorder. It appeared t] at the treatment consist¬ 
ed of inducing a. state of complete relaxation under hyp¬ 
nosis for short periods, during which the subject was un¬ 
conscious of her surroundings bit w uld respond to the 
hypnotist's voice. To check her response, the hypnotist 
would ask, "Whero are you n w, Janet?" Normally she would 
reply, "In a chair", or words tc that effect. On the occ¬ 
asion concerned, however, she replied "In a flying sau¬ 
cer". (Note here the resemblance to the case reported by 
H.'B.'W. Chibbet in "Uranus", V°l. 1 No. 1.) The astonished 
hypnotist questioned her furthei, and received a running 
commentary on a trip inside a saucer to another pla.net. 
She described the landing, the j coplc, and a kind of city 
- a.ll as though it were actually happening, and she were 
merely describing what she saw. Finally he brought her 
out of the hypnosis, and, deciding that the case was so 
extraordinary es to merit further investigation, he 
brought the story to us. 

Suspecting a hoax, we questioned him closely; 
then, satisfied that he was sincere, wo arranged to inv¬ 
estigate the case. On an appointed evening, he again.hyp¬ 
notised Janet; then wo set up a microphone and tape re¬ 
corder, to record every word spoken. Once again she desc¬ 
ribed her trip in the flying saucer, which answered clos¬ 
ely to Adamski's description. 

Questioned by the hypnotist and three committee 
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members in turn, she described a city and people, and ev¬ 
en spoke to the people and asked them questions.- We made 
many tests to discover if the whole thing was a hoax, 
finally establishing that, whatever the case might be, it 
was not a conscious hoax on the part of Janet. At one 
stage we sent the hypnotist out of the house, and later, 
her parents; but their absence did not affect Janet's 
narrative. 

The experiment lasted two hours, aid the dialogue 
was subsequently typed out and studied in detail. This 
mass of material would fill the "Record" twice over, but 
hero are some excerpts, with repetitions a id irrelevant 
rae-tcrial omitted. 

First Janet described the saucer, containing - 
three men with black hair, wearing coloured "overall • 
things". 

QUESTIONER: What arc the men doing now? 

JANET: Getting on the couches. 

Q.; Do you know what these couches are for, Janet? 

J.: Going into gravity, 

Q.: Now what are the men doing? 

J.: Pulling a lever. 

She said that she could see the plane l that they 
were approaching, in "a screen thing". It looked like -a 
red and silver ball. 

Q.: Can you see the surface yet? 

Ji: Yes. 

Q.: What can you see now? 

J.: A big mountain with a hole in it. 

Q.: Can you see any cities at all? 

J.: No. 

Q.: What is the saucer doing now? 

J.: Going into the big mountain. 

Q.: Is it going through the hole? 

J.: Yes. 

Q.: Now what is inside this mountain? 

J.: A big lift thing. 

Q.: What else is inside this mountain, can you see? 

J.: A city. 

Q.: What kind of buildings? 
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J.: Glass ones* 

Q.: Can you see through the glass? ' 

J.: No. 

She was told to go inside one of the buildings. 
She described rooms and H big long corridors" or passages. 
At the bottom of one of these was machinery, and black¬ 
haired people dressed in overalls. 

Q.: I want you to go into some other room* What do you 
see now? , 

J.: A lift. 

Q.: Where does it take us to? 

J.: Where the operating of the machinery. 

Q.: Are there any switchboards there? Are there any but¬ 
tons or levers? 

J.: A lot of buttons. 

Q.: Who is controlling the bvttons? 

J.: Men. 

Q.: One man or many men? 

J.: Four. 

Q.: Janet, lo-V at me* Where are you now, Janet? 

J.: On the control deck. 

Q.: What are the men control]ing? 

J.: Machinery. 

Q.: What does the machinery do? 

J.: Makes flying saucers. 

Q.: Does the machinery do anything else? 

J.: Makes their clothes. 

Asked about food, Janet said that "upstairs", in 
the same building, women were eating grapes and drinking 
a dark liquid, like wine. 

Q.: What are the women wearing? 

J.: Short dresses. 

Q.: I want you to go to one of the ladies. I want you to 
ask her to speak to me. 

J.: Would you speak? 

Q.: I want you to tell me what she is saying. 

J.: Would you like something to eat? 

Apparently the people were aware of Janet's pres¬ 
ence. They wore also hospitalleJ The children, Janet said, 
were at a school, with a teacher. 
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Q*: Can you see the Earth from there? 

J.: In a screen thing. 

Q.: You can 1 1 sec the sky? 

J*: No* 

Q.: Can you go outside? 

J.: You have to put a helmet thing over your head. 

Q.: Can you do that, and go outside? 

J.: Yos. 

Q.: Can you see the Sun? 

J.: Yes. 

Q.: How big is it? 

J.: Same as Earth. 

Q.: Is it not smaller than ours? 

J.: A little. 

Q.: Now it's night. The Sun has set. Can you see any 
stars? 

J,: A few. 

Q.: Can you see the Southern Cross? 

J»« Yes. 

Q.: Can you see a moon? 

J.: Part of it. 

Q.: What shape is it? 

J.: Like a banana. 

Q.: How big is it? 

J.: Bigger than on Earth. 

She said that she could see no vegetation, but 
there was snow on the ground where she was standing. 

Asked to feel it, she announced, with some surprise, 
that it was warm. 

Q.: Can you go inside again? 

J.: Yos. 

Q.: How do we go inside? 

J.: Press a button and a door opens. Go into a lift and 
you go down, and then the city's there. 

Q.: Can you tell mo if there is any air outside? 

J.: No. 

Q.: Can you ask someone what the air is like? 

J.: What is the air like?-(pause) You can't breathe in it 
Q.: You can't breathe in the air, but can the people on 
the planet breathe in it? Ask one of them. 
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j.: Can you breathe in it? (pause) Yes. 

Q.: Is there any wind outside? 

J.: No. 

Janet described a type of television device,, 
which showed a picture of Earth. She was next shown a 
cosy of the message written on a film holder reproduced 
in "Flying Saucers Have Landed". 

Q.: Janet, you sec this message 1 ere? Can you ask someone 
to whom was t>*vt message sent on Earth? 

J.: An important man. 

Q.: What was his name? 

J.: I don't know. 

It should be mentioned here that Janet had never 
re id "Flying Saucers Have Landed', and it is doubtful if 
she had ever heard of George Adarski. 

Q.: Ask the man, does he know thss man's name? 

J.: Do you know this man's name? 

Q.: What does he say? 

J.: He doesn't qu^be understand 1: is name. 

Q.: Ask him to say this man's nano, if he can. 

J.: Would you say this man's name? (pause) He can only 
say it in his language. 

Q.: Did the man on Earth get the message? 

J.: He doesn't know. 

Q.: How was it sent to Earth? 

J.: In a flying saucer. 

Q.: Ask the man, does the name Adamski mean anything to 
him? 

J.: Does Adamski moan anything tc you? 

Q.: What docs he say? 

J.: He thinks it's the important man. 

At this point Janet was shown a photograph of 
Gorogc Adamski. 

Q.: Show him this picture. 

J.: This picture is the important man. 

Now Janet was shown a photograph of Desmond Les¬ 
lie, co-author of “Flying Saucers Have Landed". 

Q.: And what about this man? 

J.: He helps. 

Q.: How does he lolp? 
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J.: Trying to find out about flying saucers. 

This, certainly, was a fair enough description of 
Desmond Leslie's activities - and Janet herself could not 
have known who he was. But to return to the dialogue: 

Q.: Ask him, will ho speak to me, through you, in his 
language? 

J.: No. 

Q.: Ask him why. 

J.: It would be too hard. 

Q.: Has anyone on Earth hoard their language? 

J.: Only a little bit. 

Q.: Who was this man who heard the language? 

J.: The important man. 

Q.: What are those three round balls underneath the sau¬ 
cer for? 

J.: When they're landing. 

Q.: Nothing else? 

J.: No. 

Q.: Are there any flying saucers over Australia now? 

J.: Yes. 

The experiment took place on February 9th., 1955. 
The following day, Australian newspapers carried headlin¬ 
es reporting strange sights in the Melbourne sky (quoted 
in the "Record", Vol. 1, No. 1j an excerpt reads: "Start¬ 
led readers jammed newspaper switchboards last night rep¬ 
orting that a high-flying 'poached egg' and a 'weird blue 
half-moon' had whined over southern suburbs between 9*25 
and 10 p.m. 1 '). Later a U.F.O. was reported in the Adel¬ 
aide sky at about the same time. So the answer to the 
last question might reasonably be said to have been just¬ 
ified. 

Janet is a normal schoolgirl, of average, or per¬ 
haps a little above average, intelligence| no more inter¬ 
ested than most girls of her age in space travel or sci¬ 
ence fiction. Her interests lie in the direction of music 
and drawing rather than reading. During the experiment, 
she spoke in her normal voice. 

We give the story to our readers without further 
comment, beyond an assurance that the facts are complete¬ 
ly accurate and adequately authenticated. 
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to great pains to prove that their messages actually cane 
fron material people from other planets, but as a tele¬ 
communications technician, I am not impressed. Technical¬ 
ly speaking their case is weak. For instance, in refuting 
suggestions that they were making contact with spirits, . 
they say, ''We felt sure these 'spirits' couldn't use a 
radio transmitter and send us messages in International 
Morse CodeJ" Wbv not? If they can move a glass round a 
circle of letters, they should have little difficulty in 
causing the cone of a radio speaker to vibrate and prod¬ 
uce audible sound. 

In one case quoted, of a Mr. L. Dove, the sig¬ 
nals were described as coming "straight to the radio, not 
through the aerial". This disproves the authors' content¬ 
ion that such communication wes by normal radio reception 
(in this case at least); unices the signals were due to 
some local interference or re-radiation, they could have 
been due to prranornal reception, but they must have been 
generated or induced in the receiver itself.

Willing to try any means to contact humans who will 
listen to their strange gospels, they use in place of the 
trumpet any convenient radio; and instead of luminous 
forms in vaguely human shape, they appear to order as 
discs of light in the sky.

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"THE SAUCERS SPEAK" 

The authors of "The Salcers Speak", G.H. Willian- 
A.C. Briley, claim to have made contact with be- 
flying saucers, and the book reports in detail 
messages received by radio. The authors ha ve gone

The references to the "messages from Mars" recei¬ 
ved by Marconi, mentioned at the beginning of the book, 
do not strengthen the authors' claims to have had re.dio 
contact with other planets. There are dozens of possible 
explanations of the signals Marconi heard; but the weak¬ 
est point in the Martian message theory is that transmis¬ 
sions on the low frequencies used would be almost comple¬ 
tely reflected or absorbed by the ionosphere. Therefore 
there is no reason to suppose that signals from outside 
the ionosphere could penetrate it to reach the Earth. 

This very point is made by the authors in quoting 
a research engineer, without, apparently, realising that 
they were making contradictory suggestions. Then on the 
next page they quote an experiment in 1924 using a frequ¬ 
ency of 50 kilocycles, and imply that the signals receiv¬ 
ed must have cone from outer space.' Am attempt was made 
in 1928 to contact Ihrs on 16 kilocycles, and, again, the 
authors infer that a "reply" heard by Professor Low must 
have come from Mars - though the Professor himself, who 
was on the spot, said that this was "hardly likely". 

The trick used by the operator to eliminate the 
possibility of an earthly hoax was quite conclusive. How¬ 
ever, the same trick would also "catch out" a human oper¬ 
ator fron another world. But if he were in communication 
with a spirit, no such trick would affect the contact. 

One code message was alleged to have.been receiv¬ 
ed direct fron Mars, but in this case there was no ment¬ 
ion of the tine lag. By the shortest path, radio signals 
must take at least six minutes to reach Mars and return.

"THE WHITE SANDS INCIDENT" 


For the first tine, the story of an encounter 
with a flying saucer by a man of scientific mind and tec¬ 
hnical training has been published. Daniel Try in "Thu 
White Sands Incident" (New Age Publishing Co.) gives an 
engineer's-eye-view of a saucer, and its prepulsion, as 
far as he is able to understand the principles involved. 
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in terns of known scientific prirciplos. The details giv¬ 
en follow closely oho ideas expressed by Leonard Cranp in 
"Space* Gravity, and the Flying Ssuccr". 

The story as a whole is inch noro satisfying than 
sone if the similar stories giver in the past; although 
Fry does not ncet the being who controls the saucer 
(jiich is an unmanned, cargo-canying type of craft, re¬ 
motely controlled from a mother ship), this being conveys 
the impression of being human anc physical like ourselves. 
An unusual touch is that the beir g said that his ancest¬ 
ors came from the lost continent of Lenuria, on Earth. 

"I RODE A' FLYING SAUCER 11 

"I don't claim to have been aboard a flying sau¬ 
cer; the intelligences that operr tc the saucers claim I 
was aboard. 11 

Nothing in the book "I rede a Flying Saucer 11 , by 
G. Van Tassel (New Age Publishing Co.) further substanti¬ 
ates the title, so it must be presumed that this assur¬ 
ance, given at the beginning of the book, refers to the 
fact that the author was mentally "aboard" the "ventlas", 
as his contacts call their craft, in order to receive the 
messages. 

The book as a whole reads like scraps of rather 
below-par science fiction. As a sample: "I an Elcar, 6th. 
projection, 42 nd. wave, 4th. sector patrol, realms of 

Schare." These messages appear to be normal spirit 

communications, with Van Tassel feting as a. medium. That 
some messages were prophetic is rot surprising, as spirit 
communications c^ton arc. The foreword by Franklin Thomas 
which describes ho./ the mosso-ges arc received seems to 
bear this out. 

In the course of their ii terminable messages, the 
beings have indicated that they and their craft arc comp¬ 
osed of "light" substance, and can pass through each oth¬ 
er without disturbance like the beans of two flashlights. 
Even without this pointer, it is obvious that Van Tassel 
is dealing with a totally different form of life from 
that encountered by Adamslci, for example, and one that 
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seems to me to be desperately anxious to gain the attent¬ 
ion of any Earthnan who will listen. It wouli perhaps do 
better if its style of address were a little more intell¬ 
igent. 


THE SECRET OF THE SAUCERS * 

The story of Orfeo Angelucci's experiences has 
been fairly widely publicised and discussed, even before 
he published "The Secret, of the Saucers" (New Ago Publi¬ 
shing Co.). The book,, however, gives many details which 
had not been mentioned before, and puts the story into a 
better perspective so that these details can be studied 
at leisure. 

As more and more of such stories arc released, a 
basic pattern which seems to underlie them all is begin¬ 
ning to emerge. We see the choice of an Earthnan or woman 
who, by ordinary standards, would seen to be most unsuit¬ 
able; and yet who, on closer inspection, is seen to have 
a deeper side to his or her intellect. We recognise a 
process of conditioning, to cushion the shock of actual 
contact. There is usually the brief initial contact, and 
there is the translation, physical or mental, of the ind¬ 
ividual into the space visitors' own environment for a 
short time. During this experience, the subject is shown 
something of the wonders of othcr-wordly lif3, and is 
reminded of the sad history of this planet (usually illu¬ 
strated with a form of 3B movies) - a humiliating but ne¬ 
cessary reminder that Earth is the lunatic asylum of the 
Solar System. And, finally, the common denominator of the 
warning that unless we change our ways, we shall convert 
the lunatic asylum into a crematorium. 

Wo find all these things in "The Secret of the 
Saucers". If we take it at face value,.it cannot explain 
all the saucer phenomena; Angelucci only’deals with one, 
non-material aspect of the subject. As usual, no "proofs" 
are given beyond the author's evident sincerity; but the 
story is not unacceptable to the serious mind. - P.D.T.

-"News" (Adelaide), October 1st., 1955: Headed "lys- 

tery object seen in Vic. sky", and datelined "Melbourne, 
Saturday", a news item reads: A mystery object, .consider¬ 
ed by some to be a flying saucer, was seen by dozens of 
people in the city at 11.15 last night (30th. Sept.) Many 
people rang newspaper offices and the Weather Bureau. 

They reported having seen mysterious objects over many 
suburbs between 10.30 and 11.15. Reports described then 
as conical and sl^v moving. A nan who reported seeing the 
object over the city described it as round-bottomed, tap¬ 
ering upwards. He said it seemed to bu drifting west ab¬ 
ove Collins St. at a speed of about five miles an hour 
just below the cloud base. A cone shaped object was sigh¬ 
ted travelling slowly above Moun t Dandenong at 10.30. An¬ 
other man at Kew said that at 10.40 an object flying from 
the East passed over his head. Ee said that four bulges 
protruded from the object, which had a greenish-white 
light in a cabin on the top. At Heyington at 10.45 a nan 
said he saw a dark shape hovering in the sky four miles 
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away, towards Kew. From Hawthorn cane a report that the 
object appeared to consist of five or six bluish lights 
moving slowly towards the city at a height of about 500 
feet.

page headline, full page width, reads: ir Flying saucers -

-"Advertiser" (Adelaide), October 27th., 1955: Headed 

"'No flying saucers' - Air Force finding", a cabled news 
item from Washington reads: "The U.S. Air Force has fin¬ 
ished an eight-year study of 'flying saucers' by conclud¬ 
ing that there arc no such things. The Secretary of Air 
(Mr. Quarles) said an investigation of almost 5,000 'sau¬ 
cer' sightings produced 'No evidence of the existence of 
the popularly-termed flying saucers'. The Air Force was 
able to identify as balloons, aircraft, astronomical bod¬ 
ies or other objects all but three per cent of the so- 
called flying saucers. Those three per cent still were 
listed as 'unknown'." 

-"Advertiser" (Adelaide), November 1st., 1955: Letter 

to the Editor: "The statement on flying saucers by the 
US Secretary of Air does not surprise leaders of research 
into the phenomena. It was predicted that late this year 
or early next the Air Department would be forced into ma¬ 
king some public statement owing to the increasing sight¬ 
ings and the rising public enquiry. Does this°mean 

that all the sincere people who have reported these 
sightings, some of whom are highly qualified men in aero-

in the aircraft. HE SAID TODAY HE COULD NOT IDENTIFY THE 
OBJECT, BUT THCUGIIT IT WAS A PIANET. The pilot. Captain 
Rainbow, today described his experience as eerie. "We 
just saw the object - well lighted - at about 8,000 ft. 
on a parallel course to our own," he said. "It was flying 
behind us, and drew up to within about 15 miles. Visibil¬ 
ity was excellent, and we got a good view for about five 
minutes. We called flying control headquarters in Wellin¬ 
gton, but they knew of no other aircraft in the vicinity. 
Then the object flew ahead and disappeared, moving around 
850 m.p.h. Its light was fluctuating in intensity and 
changing from red through yellow and orange. I HAVE NO 
DOUBT THAT IT JA_> NOT A PIANET, ALTHOUGH AT FIRST I 
THOUGHT IT WAS. I've read books on this subject and our 
experience tallies with some cf the instances quoted. 
co-pilot shares the view that.it was hot a planet." Air 
Commodore Cohen agreed that the object had changed colour 
at regular intervals. Mr. Shand said that the object app¬ 
arently could not be dismissed as a fireball, or other 
phenomena. "This is the most reliable report we have yet 
received on such an object", he said. "WE ARE ESPECIALLY 
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INTERESTED BECAUSE THE REPUTABILITY OF THE WITNESSES 
CANNOT BE QUESTIONED." 

-"Sunday Telegraph" (Sydney), November 6th., 1955: 

The United States Air Force has been so bedevilled by re¬ 
ports of flying saucers (the little-men-from-Yenus kind) 
that it is almost afraid to talk about saucer-shaped air¬ 
craft. Last week Secretary of the Air Force Donald A.M. 
Quarles released a few well-guarded words about a vertic¬ 
ally rising jet-craft that will soon be tested. He admit¬ 
ted that it might be mistaken for some sort of flying 
saucer..... He released simultaneously a massive "Analy¬ 
sis of reports of unidentified aerial objects". Called 
Project Blue Book and bristling with charts, diagrams, 
data sheets and tables of figures, it is a meticulous 
study of 4965 flying saucer "sightings".
